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COMMENTS 

Like  every  other  district  in  the  country  Maltby  is  a  mixture  of  good  and  bad, 
and  to  make  this  commentary  reasonable  and  fair,  a  little  of  both  must  be  mentioned. 

Taking  the  favourable  influences  first,  better  economical  conditions  and 
extensions  in  the  social  services  have  helped  Maltby  greatly.  It  is  only  necessary 
to  remember  the  times  of  depression  and  unemployment  before  the  War  to  appreciate 
how  great  this  improvement  has  been. 

I  am  happy  to  comment  upon  the  Council’s  energetic  housing  programme. 
Since  the  War,  466  new  houses  have  been  added  to  the  town.  House-building  has 
beaten  the  birth-rate,  which  is  one  of  the  highest  in  the  County,  and  given  families 
more  room  space.  It  has  reduced  the  number  of  persons  per  house  from  5.2  in  1925  to 
4.5  in  1935,  4.1  in  1945  and  now  3.9  in  1950.  This  house  building  has  not  been  done  in 
a  haphazard  way,  but  according  to  an  attractive  lay-out.  3,000  houses  are  now 
arranged  over  a  square  mile,  and  have  been  given  generously  large  gardens  and  open 
spaces,  which  certainly  add  to  the  health  of  the  population. 

The  Maltby  quality  of  houses  is  high  for  South  Yorkshire.  Really  old  buildings, 
left  over  from  last  century,  do  not  number  more  than  30.  1,300  of  the  less  modern 

terrace-type  have  been  improved  by  the  installation  of  electric  light,  hot-water  systems, 
baths  and  wash  basins. 

Continuing  this  record  of  satisfactory  progress  on  another  subject,  food  handling 
has  made  advances.  The  whole  of  the  milk  supply  of  the  district  is  pasteurised  or 
sterilised.  Only  pre-packed  ice-cream  is  sold  in  the  shops  in  Maltby.  A  proportion  of 
the  bread  is  wrapped,  although  the  supply  of  paper  is  on  a  shaky  basis,  and  the  system 
has  been  threatened  from  time  to  time  with  complete  withdrawal. 

We  might  now  look  at  the  services  which  have  lagged  behind.  Still  keeping  to 
the  subject  of  food  hygiene,  the  vehicles  used  for  the  conveyance  of  meat  to  butchers’ 
shops  are  not  all  that  could  be  desired.  The  floors  of  lorries  are  not  ideal  places  for 
depositing  carcases.  Boxed  vans,  with  means  of  hanging  the  meat  are  required. 

Hygienic  standards  for  glasses  used  in  public  houses  and  clubs  are  not 
satisfactory.  This,  of  course,  is  not  peculiar  to  Maltby  alone.  Glasses  should  be 
washed  in  warm  water,  with  a  detergent,  and  this  should  be  followed  by  rinsing  in 
another  sink.  In  the  ideal  system  no  drying  cloth  would  be  used.  Contrary  to  the 
opinion  of  the  temperance  societies  a  dirty  glass  may  be  more  harmful  than  its 
contents. 

Among  the  less  hygienic  spots  in  the  district  are  the  Highfield  Park  and  Muglet 
Lane  allotments.  Many  of  the  buildings  are  of  a  very  rough  and  ready  structure,  because 
of  the  shortage  of  materials.  There  is  limited  control  over  them  at  the  present  time 
owing  to  the  preponderant  importance  of  raising  extra  food.  Rat  infestations  have 
been  continuous,  and  there  have  been  outbreaks  of  swine  fever.  Only  the  drastic 
replacement  of  these  temporary  sheds  by  brick  and  concrete  buildings  will  effectively 
remedy  matters. 

I  dislike  the  Maltby  record  of  infant  care.  There  was  an  improvement  in  1950, 
but  I  should  hesitate  to  say  that  it  is  likely  to  continue.  To  make  the  infant  deathrate 
look  even  respectable,  according  to  modern  standards,  it  would  have  to  be  halved.  An 
all-round  livelier  interest  is  required  in  the  subject  by  everyone.  Many  baby  illnesses, 
which  have  appeared  on  death  certificates,  simply  should  not  happen  if  the  children 
were  given  proper  attention,  correct  feeds,  fresh  air,  reasonable  rest,  cleanliness, 
warmth  and  protection  from  other  people’s  infections. 

Members  of  the  Council  will  have  no  difficulty  in  recognising  Mr.  Oddy’s 
influence  in  some  of  these  comments  and  will  find  a  detailed  record  of  his  work  in  the 
statistical  table.

Population. 

The  estimated  population  in  1949  was  12,580.  The  figure  for  1950  was  12,390, 
showing  a  decrease  of  190  from  the  previous  year. 

Of  the  total  1950  population,  3,643  were  under  15  years  of  age. 

Births. 

The  number  of  births  registered  in  1950  was  266.  This  gives  a  comparable 
birth-rate  of  21.68  per  thousand  of  the  population. 

Maltby  maintains  a  high  birth-rate  which  compares  favourably  with  that  for 
England  and  Wales,  which  was  15.8. 

Of  the  births  accredited  to  Maltby,  8  were  illegitimate.  Stillbirths  totalled  4. 


Deaths. 

95  deaths  were  recorded  during  the  year,  giving  a  death-rate  of  11.04  per 
thousand  of  the  population.  The  death-rate  has  steadily  decreased  from  9.4  in  1946  to 
8.3  in  1949.  The  rate  for  the  rest  of  the  country  was  11.6. 

Infant  Mortality. 

There  were  11  deaths  in  children  under  one  year  of  age.  This  gives  an  infant 
death-rate  of  41.3  per  thousand  births.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  29.8  per 
thousand. 

Maltby  has  a  high  infant  death-rate  which  has  persisted  for  a  considerable 
number  of  years.

There  is  a  considerable  drop  in  the  number  of  notifications  received  compared 
with  last  year,  when  374  cases  were  notified  to  me.

Food  Bye-Laws. 

After  due  confirmation  by  the  Minister  of  Food,  Bye-laws  made  under  section 
15  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  for  securing  the  observance  of  “Sanitary  and 
Cleanly  Conditions  and  Practices  in  connection  with  the  handling,  wrapping  and  delivery 
of  Food  in  the  Open  Air,”  came  into  operation  on  the  4th  December,  1950. 

Prior  to  the  adoption  of  these  Bye-laws  the  food  traders,  on  the  whole, 
co-operated  in  the  Health  Department’s  insistence  of  satisfactory  hygienic  standards; 
this  being  due  to  Maltby  being  a  compact  area  and  the  individual  contacts  made  gained 
a  good  response.  The  booklet  “Calling  all  Food  Handlers,”  which  was  published  by  the 
Department  in  November,  1949,  was  well  received  and  the  advice  therein  was  acted  upon 
by  managers  and  employees  alike  during  1950. 

In  the  past  the  Department’s  main  concern  was  about  street  hawkers  and  market 
stalls,  but  the  adoption  of  the  Bye-laws,  however,  has  greatly  strengthened  our  method 
of  control.  Concentration  is  now  being  made  in  securing  similar  hygienic  standards 
as  those  pertaining  to  shops.  So  far  as  the  permanent  market  stalls  are  concerned,  it 
has  been  possible  to  arrange  for  a  piped  water  supply  to  be  connected  thereto  and  also 
for  the  installation  of  wash-basins  and  the  provision  of  towels  and  soap. 


N.C.B.  Property. 

In  addition  to  normal  house  repairs,  special  attention  was  paid  to  the  re-paving 
of  yards  and  paths  in  various  blocks  of  N.C.B.  property  —  they  being  taken  in  order 
of  priority  in  accordance  with  the  survey  which  took  place  in  1949.  Progress  was 
hindered  to  some  extent  by  weather  conditions  and  shortage  of  necessary  materials, 
but  a  total  of  87  houses  was  serviced. 

The  sewage  disposal  plant  which  served  Scotch  Springs  property  was  found  to 
be  insufficient  and  insanitary  and  it  was  entirely  re-designed  and  re-built,  and  is  now 
very  satisfactory. 

Sanitary  and  Washing  Accommodation  in  Schools. 

A  survey  of  all  schools  in  the  district  was  carried  out  during  the  year,  and  the 
statistics  therefore  are  contained  in  the  appended  table. 

Based  on  the  recommended  standard  in  the  latest  edition  of  “Jameson  and 
Parkinson”  the  majority  of  the  schools’  present  accommodation  falls  below  the  require¬ 
ments;  but  with  the  present  need  for  economy  the  full  standard  is  not  being  enforced. 
On  the  whole,  however,  the  present  situation  appears  to  be  satisfactory;  with  the 
exception,  perhaps,  of  the  Crags  Boys’  School  where  available  wash-basins  are  only 
one-twelfth  of  the  standard.  Soap  and  towels  are  available  in  all  the  schools  and  all 
cloakrooms  are  heated.

The 
equivalent  number  of  whole-time  employed  from  1st  January  to  31st  December  was 
16.4.  During  the  year,  the  authorised  establishment  was  increased  from  14  to  23 
whole-time  or  the  equivalent  of  this  number. 

The  popularity  of  the  service  can  be  estimated  from  the  following  figures.  It 
can  now  be  assumed,  with  reasonable  safety,  that  the  scheme  has  become  more  or  less 
stabilised,  although  the  service,  as  it  stands,  falls  short  of  fulfilling  the  need,  in  that 
the  hours  are  restricted  between  8  a.m.  and  5  p.m.  The  need  now  is  for  a  supplementary 
scheme  of  “Sitters-In”  to  take  over  at  5  p.m.  and  to  stay  with  the  old  and  infirm 
patients,  who  have  no  other  persons  to  care  for  them  during  the  night.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  this  need  is  aggravated  by  the  lack  of  hospital  accommodation.
